To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

My  Lord  Duke  and  Gentlemen, — 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Council  with  the 
following  Reports  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1895. 

The  population  of  the  district  I estimate  to  be  8,020. 
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Births. — The  total  births  registered  are  the  same  as  the 
previous  year,  viz.,  208,  of  these  109  were  males  and  99  females. 
Birth-rate  20-9  per  thousand. 


Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  is  also  nearly  the  same, 
viz.,  129,  that  of  the  previous  year  being  127,  of  these  03  were 
males  and  66  females.  The  death-rate  for  the  year  being  16’0 
per  thousand. 


Ztjmutic  Mortalitij. — The  mortality  from  this  class  is  0‘99 
per  thousand,  which  includes  all  deaths  from  all  the  diseases 
notifiable  under  the  Notification  Act,  besides  some  which  are  at 
present  notifiable  in  this  district,  such  as  Measles,  and  Diarrhoea. 
Although  one-half  of  the  total  deaths  in  this  class  are  referred  to 
these  two  causes  alone. 

Infantile  Mortality. — All  deaths  under  1 year  are  included 
in  this  class,  and  it  is  somewhat  higher  than  last  year,  being  20 
for  the  year,  or  at  the  rate  of  104  per  one  thousand  births. 

Cause  of  Death. — The  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  Southern 
Division  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1895,  were  Scarla- 
tina 1,  Erysipelas  2,  Measles  3,  Enteric  Fever  1,  Diarrhoea  1, 
Bheumatic  Fever  1,  Phthisis  5,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and 
Pleurisy  21,  Heart  Disease  7,  Influenza  2,  Injuries  2,  other 
Diseases  83.  Total  129. 

The  Notification  of  Infectious  cases  has  been  most  useful  in 
preventing  the  spreading  of  disease,  but,  in  my  opinion,  the 
County  will  not  derive  the  full  benefit  of  the  Act  until  an  isola- 
tion hospital  has  been  provided,  for  cases  are  of  frequent  oc- 
currence where  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  isolate  in  the  house 
where  the  disease  first  appears,  and  where  it  is  most  under 
control. 
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Recently,  at  Cromford,  we  had  a good  illustration  of  this,  two 
boys,  within  a few  hours  of  each  other,  developed  Scarlet  Fever  ; 
one  was  a member  of  a large  family,  where  isolation  was 
impossible,  he  was  quickly  removed  into  the  house  where  the 
disease  originated,  and  all  the  other  members  of  the  family 
escaped  the  disease,  which  would  have  been  highly  improbable 
had  he  been  allowed  to  remain.  That  the  advantage  offered 
under  the  Act  by  the  County  Council  may  not  he  lost  to  the 
district,  I would  suggest  a discussion  by  a Committee  of  the 
Council,  together  with  members  of  the  various  Urban  Councils 
in  the  district. 


Disinfection. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  not  only  in  every 
case  fumigated  the  rooms  after  an  illness  of  the  notifiable 
diseases,  but  has,  where  necessary,  insisted  upon  a thorough 
cleansing  throughout. 


General.  Sanitation. — A public  tip  for  rubbish  is  a necessity 
that  ought  to  be  provided  by  the  Council  in  every  parish. 


The  scavenging  of  the  district  ought  to  be  more  under  the 
control  of  the  Council.  Men  should  be  employed  for  that 
purpose  alone. 


Bye-laws  for  the  guidance  of  the  Officers  of  the  Council  in 
discharges  of  their  duties  are  also  very  much  required. 
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Systematic  Inspection. — With  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  I have 
made  frequent  visits  into  different  parts  of  the  district,  but  I 
repeat  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  devote  the  time  necessary  to 
sanitary  work  as  long  as  he  has  so  many  miles  of  roads  to 
survey.

To  the  Chairman  a)i'l  Memhem  of  the  Rural  Distrirt  Cuuucil. 

My  Lord  Duke  and  Gentlemen, — 

It  is  again  my  duty  to  present  to  your  Authority  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  that 
portion  of  the  Rural  Sanitary  District  of  the  Union  which  has 
been  under  my  supervision  for  the  past  year. 

The  information  that  enables  me  to  compile  this  report  on 
the  subject  to  which  it  refers,  has  been  obtained  by  regular 
systematic  inspections,  as  well  as  from  information  derived  from 
many  other  sources.  Those  townships  with  the  largest  popula- 
tion have  necessarily  required  the  most  attention  on  the  part  of 
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myself  as  well  as  that  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  in  some 
instances  a house  to  house  visitation  and  inspection  has  had  to 
he  made. 

The  returns  and  the  reports  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  which 
have  been  presented  to  your  Authority  monthly  during  the  past 
year  give  some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  sanitary  requirements 
carried  out  or  otherwise  dealt  with  during  that  period,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  requirements  were 
undertaken  and  complied  with  without  having  to  take  pro- 
ceedings before  magistrates. 

Typhoid  Fever. — No  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  one  at 
Hathersage  in  the  month  of  July,  aird  one  at  Taddington  in  the 
month  of  November.  Both  cases  ended  fatally. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Scarlet  Fever  was  very  prevalent  during  the 
year.  The  following  townships  suffered  most  severely  : — Litton 
22  cases,  Cressbrook  57,  Eyam  11,  Tideswell  19,  Foolow  6, 
Pilsley  11,  Hathersage  13  ; and  cases  we’’e  also  notified  from 
Sheldon,  Ghelmorton,  Froggatt,  and  Blackwell.  In  all  148 
(one  hundred  and  forty-eight)  cases  were  notified.  The  deaths 
from  this  cause  numbered  7,  and  were  distributed  as  follows ; — 
Litton  1,  Cressbrook  1,  Tideswell  3,  Foolow  1,  and  Hathersage  1, 
equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  4-7.  Printed  notices  wei'e 
served  on  the  masters  and  mistresses  of  Schools  as  well  as  on 
superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools,  giving  them  notice  of  the 
occurrence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  families  sending  children  to 
their  schools. 

Measles. — I)i  several  townships  Measles  were  very  prevalent 
during  most  of  the  year.  No  death  was  certified  as  due  directly 
to  that  cause,  altho’  indirectly  several  deaths  were  traceable  to 
that  cause. 

Whoopiny  Couyh. — Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  in 
many  townships,  but  only  one  death  was  registered  as  due 
directly  to  that  cause.  This  occurred  at  Bradwell. 
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Erysipelas. — Five  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during 
the  year,  and  one  death  occurred  at  Great  Longstone.  The 
number  of  cases  notified  by  no  means  represented  the  total 
number  of  cases  in  the  district.  In  the  majority  of  cases  no 
medical  assistance  is  requisite,  and  no  notification  is  made. 

Diarrhoea,  etc. — Diarrhoea  was  at  times  very  prevalent  in 
my  district.  Especially  was  this  the  case  in  the  early  and  later 
months  of  the  year.  Three  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this 
cause.  Two  being  at  Eyam  and  one  at  Flagg. 

Croup. — A few  cases  of  Croup  (non  membraneous)  came 
under  observation.  One  death  from  this  cause  occurred. 

Small-pox. — No  case  of  Small-pox  was  notified  during  the 
past  year. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were 
notified  during  the  year,  of  these  one  case  occurred  at  Foolow, 
one  at  Bosley  Fields,  Taddington,  and  one  at  Bradwell.  The 
two  former  cases  terminated  fatally,  the  latter  one  is  recovering. 

Uncertified  Deaths. — The  uncertified  deaths  numbered  two. 
One  occurred  at  Bradwell,  in  April,  in  an  old  man,  aged  67 
years.  The  other  at  Calver,  in  April,  in  a man  aged  60  years, 
who  did  not  belong  to  the  district. 

Overcrowding. — A few  cases  of  overcrowding  came  under  my 
notice,  and  all  were  easily  dealt  with,  excepting  a case  at  Little 
Longstone,  where  a man,  his  wife,  and  four  children,  with  two 
lodgers,  are  living  in  a small  building  formerly  used  as  a 
butcher’s  shop.  A special  report  was  presented  to  your  Au- 
thority on  January  14th,  1896,  following  on  representations  on 
the  subject  in  the  monthly  report  of  the  27th  December,  1895. 

Lodging  Houses. — Lodging  Houses  were  regularly  inspected, 
and  beyond  this  I have  nothing  to  report. 

Slaughter-houses  and  Bake-houses. — Slaughter-houses  and 
Bake-houses  have  been  frequently  inspected.  In  many  instances 
the  surroundings  are  of  such  a nature  as  to  make  it  very  difficult 
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to  keep  the  places  in  anything  like  a standai’d  condition  as 
regards  Slaughter-houses.  I referred  to  this  question  in  my 
report  for  1894.  Bake-houses  were  always  found  clean. 

Water  Supply. — On  September  27  last,  an  enquiry  was 
held  by  Major  Tulloch  at  Chelmorton,  relating  to  a scheme 
for  supplying  water  to  this  village.  Other  localities  are  as 
stated  in  my  annual  report  for  1894. 

Drainage. — All  I have  to  report  under  this  heading  is  that 
a long  length  of  Sanitary  drain  has  been  laid  at  Litton,  and 
various  short  lengths  in  other  places,  but  no  complete  system 
for  any  locality  has  been  carried  through. 

Suggestions. — As  your  Council  are  probably  aware  that  I am 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  offer  suggestions 
for  your  guidance  in  my  Annual  Report,  I feel  I cannot  do  better 
than  refer  your  Authority  to  my  Annual  Report  for  1894,  and 
other  reports  ; and  among  other  requirements  I may  mention 
as  most  palpable  are  Water  Supplies,  Sewerage  Schemes  and 
Disposal,  and  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  district,  and  I make 
this  short  summary  fearing  your  Authority  might  consider  me 
unduly  tiresome  if  I again  went  over  the  old  ground. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Schools  in  several 
localities  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  disease,  all  of 
which  were  duly  notified  to  your  Authority. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  Vital  Statistics  will  be  found  in  the 
accompanying  tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1895,  but  they  may  be  given  in  a 
brief  manner,  and  for  convenience  in  this  part  of  the  report. 

Births. — The  total  Births  registered  during  the  year  were 
2G5,  of  these  141  were  males,  and  124  were  females.  In  the 
fii’st  quarter  the  Births  were  65,  males  29,  females  36.  In  the 
second  quarter  76,  males  41,  females  35.  In  the  third  quarter 
68,  males  38,  females  30  ; and  in  the  fourth  quarter  57,  males 
33,  females  24.  In  the  previous  year  the  Births  were  288  in 
number,  showing  a decrease  of  Births  for  the  year  1895  of  23. 
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Deaths. — The  deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  during 
the  year  were  173,  of  these  85  were  males  and  88  were  females. 
The  Death  rate  was  1G*4  per  1000  of  the  population,  estimated 
to  the  middle  of  June,  1895.  In  none  of  the  townships  has  the 
death  rate  been  excessive.  The  young  and  aged  have  again 
suffered  most  severely,  38  deaths  having  occurred  in  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  68  in  persons  of  sixty  and  upwards. 
The  total  deaths  during  the  year  registered  as  due  to  infectious 
disease  of  all  kinds  were  17  in  number,  the  same  as  in  1894. 

The  annexed  tables  will  shew  the  Births  and  Deaths  from 
(rt)  zymotic  diseases,  {b)  diseases  of  the  chest,  (c)  amongst 
children  under  one  year,  and  (d)  in  persons  over  sixty-five  years 
of  age,  for  the  year  1895  and  sixteen  previous  years,  as  well  as 
the  deaths  from  all  causes,  which  will  be  found  in  Table  A of 
the  Local  Government  Board.
